FORMOSA UNDER JAPANESE 
: ADMINISTRATION, 
(From 4 -Corrnpondent.) 

Qn Tupan'a acquisition of Formosa, 
Chrwtendom looked on with few and 
suspicion how Japan, yet Inexpertonced 
tn colonial and torritoyla) admitniuteatton, 
would admintstur hor aewly-noquived, pow: 
sosr'on, which Lt Hung Chang called 
the ‘Unruly sland.’ Sines the Shi. 
monoseki Treaty, four yonrs have dapsed. 
Daring that short perlod, Formosa 
hus seen its Govonior-General changed 
four. timoa; and with the changes of the 
heads naturally followed the changes in tho 
policy and manner of administration, Polj- 
ticiann at home were busy with party struy- 
gica, and the subject of Formosa wos dis: 
cussed with the eye-glass of party politics. 
On Formosen questions thoy tried ono 
and another to build and pulldown. Mia- 
government, corruption, and frequent re- 
bellien were the consequent resulte, Japan 
was nut thus hitherto without blunders, 
Hut the present state of Fornsosn seems 
quite promising, Tho presont Governor: 
General, Baron Kodama, is a man of char- 
‘acter. His metal as a goneral has alroady 
been tried in tho late Chino-Japancso 
War. Entrnated as he was with the mane 
agement of sending’ re-infercenonts and 
supplies to the ficlds of war, all his 
efforts were crowned with aucceas, and on 
the close of the war he was honoured by 
the Emperor with a baronetey and an 
Ordor of the Third Clags of the Golden 
Kite. But Baron Kodama is hy na means 
a mero strategist. , His long tenure of the 
eftice of Vice Minister of War teatifioa to hie 
tot asa atatesman. Sagncious, firm, and 
at the game time of gonorous oatyre, the 
brosdnera ¢f his views and tha minutes 
neas and aystora of bia plans qnd -thaughe 
ut onaa raveal tha Ruropem wpa of his 
ming, 

Since the pyazont Gavotnor Genornt has

observation of local custams and manors, 
and paying due regard to tho tradithng 
and habits of the Inhabitanta, he haa 
steadily tried by kind and virtuous adm. 
téstration to gain the guod-will of the 
peaple, And even toward those wild 
Uandits, whd are the disturbora of parce in 
the INsnd, he has takon pains to avoid as 
much as possible the eruel and bloody 


modes uf suppresgion, end ta «in from them 
heartfelt submiraion, In the northern 
fet of the Island theso rebs have 
con ulinust swept away, of can- 
verted to vubedient abject, ond ore 
now engiyed as goolles ‘or in cthor Lawful 
occupations, In the centr) and southern 
portions of tho Island, whore the strong 
hand of the Gavernor-General has not yet 
fully reached, and where the ferocity of 
bandits has compelled him to draw sword, 
for the benefit of good inhabitants, he hag 
not hesitated to chastise the rebela soveraly. 
In such -eaxog thera. might have happened 
that sama innocent bleod waa shed, about 
which his critieg waka much nuise, Such 
outeries are, however, not worth hooding,. 
us the history of watfare of every nation 
illustrates weil that innooant bload is same- 
times mingléd with that of the rebellious, 
especially in such 9 case as that of the subs 
-jugation of the Formosan raider, who, sud- 
denly -bursting cut ftom -mountains, and 
without rangingin battle array, commit out 
Tages everywhere and at any time, and thua 
in order to aubjugnte tham the Imperial 
Army has to fight againat the foe sometimes 
among tho habitations «f goad people, 
Moroover, when wo oxamlag the nourgs of 
these outories and other sttacka upon the 
preaent gdministrathon, it is net difioult to 
discover their rosl moaning. 
Baron Kodama-on-hts-inatallation to. th 
governorship of Furmoss, immediately saw. 
that great reform was needed in its 
finaney a well aa in the administration 
itself. In the first placo the officers of 
Government were too many, a great deal’ 


more than the smooth working of the ad- 
ministrative. organ needed, This was the 
cause of indolence and of great and useless 
expenditurs. Again, there were a number 
of unscrupu'ous merchanta and fortune 
hunters who, utilizing mean officers, sought 
to get good situations from tha Government. 
Thia begot corruption. To purify this 
polluted air, Baron Kodama with great de- 
termination dismissed a great number of 
officers, and introduced roform into the ad- 
ministration, These dismissed officers and 
disappointed “adventurers, soeing _ thei: 
means of livelihood and the way of gain. 
lost, made incendiary attacka upon the 
wacnt Administration, é 
But General Kodama is nota msn to be 
dismayed by such an onposition: With 
the firmness of a warrior, he will face these 
eppositiqns and proeead on with his work. 
Hc has already succeeded in purifying the 
once-corrupted Government, and in redus- 
ing to order these lawless aborigines, Now 
ho bas to begin the work of civilizing, and 
developing the resourocs of, the Islnd. 


We hear. thet a Bill for raising a 
loan of sixty million yen is soon to 
ba submitted by the Imperial Govera- 
ment to tho Diet. Tha loan is to be 
raised within 4 period of ten ‘yeara; and 
the money raised is to be used for thé con- 
struction of railroads, harbors, water-works,

energetic, and. open-hearted, his long ex- 
perience as a civil officer, and his talent for
